Rugby, Yesterday. | 

Miss Wilkinson, the Labour mem- 
ber, initiated a debate in the House 
of Commons on trade with Russia. 
She moved that, in view of thé grave 
state of unemployment in this 
country, particularly in heavy in- 
dustries and the imperative need 
for new markets for British goods 
the Government should energetic- 
ally explore every avenue which 
would lead to the increase of trade 
with Russia, and ‘that, in order to 
put this tradé on a Stable basis, a 
commercial agreement should be ar- 
ranged between the two countries. 

Mr. Gillett, Secretary for the 
Overseas Trade Department, reply- 
ing to the digcugsion, said his De- 
partment had done what was often 
done by go-ahead business firms. 
It had sent out representatives to 
investigate the pésition in Russia. 
The Government were. doing every 
thing possible to increase trade with 
If Russia desired to raise 
eredit in this country, the settle- 
ment of various debt questions was a 
fundamental necessity if any large 
amount of money was going to be 
secured in this country. 

When one looked at the position of 
the London money market to-day, 
faced with the recent financial crisis 
and the effect of the great slump in 
the United States, one knew perfect- 
ly well that for any country at pre- 


_|gent there were special difficulties in 


raising loans on the London money 
market. . 

The Government had.to bear this 
matter in-mind and it was {mpos- 
sible to expect that to any great 
extent they could be responsible for 
finding credit for any other Govern- 
ment under present conditions. 

The Market Slump 


There was evidence that a large 
proportion of the business done 
with Russia would not have been’ 
undertaken without the assistance 
of the exports credit scheme. The 
action of the Labour Government in 
opening negotintions with Rugasia 
had already reaulted to a small ex- 
tent in increased export trade, and 
what was equally or.more important, 
better feeling between the two nz- 
tions, which wag likely to lead to 
better results in the future. 

The Government hoped very 
shortly that a commerelal agreement 
would be entered into between the 
two countries.

NO NEW GENERAL ‘MANAGERS 


At a meeting of the shareholders! Aine Green Island Cement 


Company yesterday, it was decided tha" Messrs, Shewan, Tomes & 
Co., General Managets of the Company since 1885, be removed from 
office. The resolution was passed subject to an amendment, to the 
effect, however, that adequate compen%ion be paid for such re- 
moval, the sum to be decided upon at a future meeting of share- 


holders, 


The second resolution, that Messrs, Gibb, Livingston & Co., Ltd., 
be appointed General Managers of the Company on certain stated 
terms, was not proposed, the proxies not being sufficient to make 


the majority required to pass it. 


The Chairman, (Mr. C: A. da Roza) then gave a review of the 
events leading up to the proposals, winding up by stating that it 
was the considered opinion of the Directors that the Company’s best 
interests would not be served by ‘appointing new General Managers,

Mr., Braga's Speech 

The Hon.’ Mr. J. P. Braga, in 
seconding the Chairman's amend- 
ment, said:— A 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen,— 
The orthodox formula adopted’ by 
the seconder of any resolution, or 
an amendment thereto, ig the one 
thnt usually .commends itaelf be- 
cause of its brevity; “I have plea- 
sure in seconding.” I propose on 
this occasion to depart from this 
stereotyped phraseology. The 
question under discussion, no less 
than the momentous issue involv- 
ed, calls for the submission of ar- 
guments for your serfous con- 
sideration. : 

It is with mixed feelings that 
I rise to second the Chairman's

At the same time, I 
feel a sense of pleasure that if, 
as business men, we feel senti- 
ment must make way by the com- 
pellings force of circumstances, a 
section of the shareholders of this 
Company are not so devoid of the 
sense of their moral—if not also 
of their legal—obligation that if 
the Company, on tho, ground of 
expediency, should ° free itself 
from general managership, the 
firm of Messrs. Showan, Tomes & 
Company, who had acted as gen- 
pral managers for nearly 35 years, 
should receive adequate and ample 
compensation for the rellnquish- 
ment of their office. Dan 

Before I submit the reasons in 
support of my arguments there 
are two facts—and they are {m- 
portant ‘facts I wish to emphasise. 
The firat is that the Requisition 
for this meeting was signed by 
16 shareholders _ representing 
115,000 shares. Whatever the 
reason, it {s a most significant 
fact that a weakening in the 
ranks of the requisitionists has 
taken place to the extent of a 
dwindling in their’ shareholding 
from 115,000 to 88,000. In other 
words, their fighting’ strength has 
been impaired to the extent of 
23.48 per cent. No factor is mora 
injurious in 4 combatant than the 
Impairment of his force.

T would not attempt to disguise 
my admiration of a gracious act 
of gallantry which, at once, 
places in its true Perspective the 
hosition of the general managers 
in relation to the attitude of the 
major body of the shareholders 
on the principle of 
being worthy of his hire, At an 
early stage I took an active and 
a continutng part in Personal dig. 
cussions arising out of the fssu- 
ance of the circulars on behalf of 
the Company on the one hand, the 
general managers, and tho requist- 
flonists, . respectively, on the 
other.” I ‘desire, therefore, to re- 
cord my admication of the Prompt 
and unteserved correction of an 
erroneous impression which, if 
allowed to Persist, might not 
have been conducive to a free, 
frank and friendly diacussion of 
the momentous issues which we 
are met here to-day- to decide.

I refuse to think, that the mer- 
cantile community this Colony

INTERESTING LECTURE 


“The place and influence ef woman in the world” was the sub- 
ject of an interesting lecture given by Father R, W. Gallagher, S.J., 
at the St. Patrick’s Club yesterday evening, a large number of mem- 


bers and friends being present. 


Father Gallagher snid: Though the 
first tremors of the modern movement 
to improve the status of woman were 
felt as'far back ag the middle of the 
17th century, it was not until within 
the last 70 years. that interest in the 
question was really aroused,  Muny 
names have been given to it, according 
to the particular phase exercising 
people's minds at the time. Writers, 
nowadays, group the chapters ‘of 
the agitation under the heading 
“Feminism.” : 

It is a movement to emancipate 
woman, to give her, so its votaries say, 
her proper status, It was undoubtedly 
called for, becnuse of the worse than 
slave conditlons in which she was being 
exploited when the agitation started, 
It went too far, however, as it tried 
to make her in all things the equal 
of man. It endeavoured to bridge a 
gap of God's own making and so ine 
jured as well as benefited the object 
of ity endeavours, 

In pagan countries, whether pre- 
Christian or modern,,the position of 
woman is completely subordinate, She 
is the chattel or property of man. She 
has no meaning beyond that. She has 
no right even in determining’ the 
most important event of her life, She 
has no say in the disposal of ‘hersolf. 
In many cases, she is an unwanted 
thing, to be thrown out at birth. In 
the most polished civilisation of anti- 
quity, Rome, Greece and Egypt, the 
position was, in varying degrees, the 
same. The woman was always under 
the hard patria potestas of the man. 
Polygamy was the rule of the world, 
Divorce, for the most trivial reasons, 
was 0 mutter of course, but it was the 
right of the man, not of the woman, 
There was one moral code for the 
woman, and another far the man, Mis- 
slonarics in the pagan countries of to- 
day are faced with. the same difficul- 
ties. . ; 

And the woman seems to have taken 
it all for granted. There are isolated 
instances of where she turned the 
tables, but history mentions no far- 
reaching or successful revolt to alter 
her condition. Custom became a habit, 

- and her secondary condition was con- 
sidered normal, even by the a 
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herself, - 
The Influence of Christianity 


‘The teaching of Christ first: opened | 
‘men's eyes, Our Blegsed Lord restored ' 
monogamous marriage, He raised | 
marriage to the dignity of a Sacrament. 

‘ He. abolished divorce, . Man and 
woman in marriage were to form an in- 
dissoluble partnership of morally equal 
beings. In the sight of God man and 
woman ore cqual: “For as many of 
you os have been baptised in Christ, 
have put on Christ There is ; 
neither, male nor female, for ye are all 

“one in Jesus Christ.” (Gal. iii. 27,28). 

Christ declared the woman to be ab- 
solutely free ta marry or not just as | 
she wished. For her. social position 
the most decisive factor was the teach-; 
ing of the nobility of freely chosen 
virginity. Woman became the dis- 
poser. of hersolf. Elizabeth Gnauck 
Kuehne says: “The cateem of virginity 

‘is‘the emancipation of the woman fn 
the literal sense.” 

Another factor in the elevation: of 
woman is,the glory of Mary, the 
Mother of God. She, a woman, fs the 
greatest of God's creatures. In her ig 
embodied everything perfect in virgin. 
ity’ and motherhood. Respect for 
woman rises or falla with respect for 
Our Blessed Lady. Down tho con- | 
turles She has been the Idoal of Art, ; 
and the chivalry of the Middle Ages 
immortallsed its courtesy towards and 
its reverance for womanhood in the! 
beguty of its Modonnas. The Ideal is 
in striking contrast to the want of an 
ideal. in pre-Christian paganism and. 
in the renascence of paganism in oar 
own days, 4 : 

The nature of woman was not chang- 
ed by tho advont of Christianity. She 
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which aims at individualism is an 
education on the wrong Hnes. Another 
thing which strikes one is the incom: 
pleteness of the education offered. The 
moral and spiritual training of the girls 
are neglected in the system of state 
education as now obtaining. Children 
are not educated, they are made Icarn- 
ed. -But learning is nat’ the important 
thing. It is but a very amall part of 
education. To the absence of moral 
training in the State controlled educn- 
tional establishments of the world must 
be attributed many of the aad things 
which are happening, a 


An Indirect Answer 


Is woman less intelligent than man? 
T shall answer that question indirectly, 

Women have held the highest position 
in the Stnte. To mention but o fow, 
Catharine of Russia, Elizabeth and 
Victoria in England. Women have ded 
armies in battle, amongst others St, 
Joan af Are. Women have shone in 
scientific research: Hertha Ayrton ih 
Electricity, Madama Curie, tho Dis. 
coverer of Radium. Caroline Herschell 
was not far below her gifted brother 
in her knowledge of tho heavens. In 
the field of Education the name of 
Madame Montessori immediately sug- 
Rests itself, Many, in’ modern times, 
have done brilliantly in University 
courses, and we need not BO outside 
Hong Kong to look for names with 
which to prove our point. The 
Memorial Theatre at Stratford-on- 
Avon is the work of a woman, who won 
in open competition from & number of 
well-known architects, Par back in 
the Middle Ages women also won fame, 
and held chairs in Universities. They 
practised medicine. In fact there was 
not a profession in which they did not, 
participate, . 

Therefore about the individual 
woman I can say nothing. But to come 
down to generalities, All the parlia- 
ments, cabinets, ministers of the queens 
T have named were imen, Tho queons 
themselves would never have sat upon 
the throne had there been male heirs, 
Tt is not because they were §intellec- 
tually inferior, but because the common 
Sense of the common people did not 
consider woman's strength equal to or 
woman’s character guited to the hard 
task of controlling a nation’s destinica, 
Perhaps still more remarkable is the 
same fact iti the Republics of the World. 
France, with its slogan of “Liberty, 
Fraternity, Equality,” has not entrust- 
ed its destinies to a woman. Russia 
to-day, though it champfans absolute 
communism, is ruled by’ men, They

U.S. UNIVERSITIES -T0| 
REORGANISE 


THE ENGLISH MODEL: “HOUSE” 
INSTEAD OF COLLEGES 


ATHLETIC CONCEPTION 


A’ far-teaching change ig being 
prepared at Harvard University, 
which is to be reorganised on 
English College lines. Next au- 
tumn the first two “college” build- 
ings will be ready for occupation. 
American University foundations 
have developed on different lines 
from Oxford and Cambridge. 
Later benefactors, instead of: pro- 
viding for the foundation of new 
colleges, have nddetl to the ori- 
ginal foundation, so that a Uni- 
versity is ‘one huge college. 

Gatherings of 6.000 .or 6,000 
young men can develop no ade- 
qunte corporate life. In conse. 
quence, “undergraduates from: the 
same school have tended to keep 
in close association and a nation- 
wide system of “fraternities,” 
clubs or associations, named after 
letters of the Greek alphabet, hag 
arisen, ; : 

In 1926 the “student council” 
at Harvard recommended some 
such change as that which is now 
being carried out. The new 
lscheme was made possible by the 
magnificent gift of $11,000,000 
(£2,200,000) from Harkness, and 
i by the vision of President Lowell, 
whose knowledge of the English’ 
College system led him: to appre- 
ciate its advantages. - 


Colleges as “Houses” 


The word “college” could not 
be employed for the proposed 
sub-divisions, ‘as the University 
Itself. is a college, so they are to 
be described as “Houses.” Apart 
from this, however, they will be 
like the English institutions. Ar- 
chitecturally they will be built on 
the same plan, with. two or more 
courts, a hall for common meals 
(apparently not only dinner), 
library and ‘reading room. 

A “Master” will be at the head 
of each House, with tutors and 
assistant tutors: Living quarters 
‘will be provided for from 200 to 
300 students. A certain difficulty 
was experienced in deciding upon 
names for the Houses. . In this 
modern age it was felt that the 
names of Saints would be hard- 
ly suitable, so the ‘first two 
Houses’ will be, named after the 
first and present, Presidents of 
the University—Dunster House 
and Lowell House. 


The delightful, red-brick Fresh-: 


man dormitories, built in Engish 
college style, overlooking the 
river, will later be turned into 
Houses,’ while further building is 
also contemplated. Harvard Col- 
lege. parent building, in and 
around the “yard,” as it is ‘call- 
ed, will probably, in time, be 
given over ‘to the professorial 
staff and research students. 


* "Cross-Section Life 


Opponents of the scheme 
clared that the Houses 
prove an added restriction on 
liberty and would conflict + with 
the University clubs. Supporters 
argued that they would provide a 
“cross-section” of University life, 
and, In keeping with the demo- 
cratic spirit. of the age, would 
break down barriers and lead to 
the closer assoctation of students 
of all types. 

One of the main hopes of the 
University is that the Houses will 
bring together-members of the In- 
atructional body and the sudents. 
The original American ideal of 
“education. for all,” with its 
corollary of treating everybody 
alike and turning out graduates 
on stereotyped principles, has al- 
ready been abandoned at. Yale 
and Harvard, where the English 
Pade system has been adopt- 
@ 

‘It [8 . hoped at Harvard that 
the new House system will com- 
plete the change . to individual, 
from mass, ‘production in educa- 
tion by leading to closer associa- 
tion of master and pupil in pri- 
vate Jie as well as in studies. 

From the athletic point of 
view the creation of Houses may 
relieve University games from 
the stigma of “profess{onalism” 
now hurled at them’ from: ‘all 
quarters. “At present, apart from 
the . freshman trinis, games are 
played only by those likely to be

IS GREEK EASIER? |———— 
THAN LATIN? 


A MASTER'S OPINION: Mi 
SUITABLE FOR THE STUP 


THE SCHOLAR’S RECORD 
— ' 

Is Greek easier to learn than 
Latin? Dr, Alington, Head Master 
of Eton, thinks that it ja. He told 
the Head .Masters Conference at 
Eton recently that not only is it 
easter but it is also a much more 
suitable medium for educating a 
“stupid” boy, : . 

The statement was made during 
a discussion that CoHlowed the read- 
ing of a paper on “The Classics in 
Education,” by the Provost of Eton 
(Dr, M, R. James), In this paper 
the Provost said that this brief did 
not assert that nobody could claim 
to be a gentleman without classics, 
or that classics formed the best 
avenue to posts of high emolumenta. 
But it did claim that the classics 
were the seed beds of modern cul- 
ture and thought. The element of 
beauty was hardly in the purview 
of the exact science, To subtract 
the classics from the education. of 
n boy and imagine that the general 
level of culture would remain un- 
impaired was equivalent to sub- 


tracting Christian beliefs from the' 


general beliefs of the community, 
and Imagining that the community 
would continue to practise Christ- 
janity, 

Range of Literature 

It was after this that Dr. Aling- 
ton made his speech. “I do not | 
think,” he said, “that any of us who 
believe in classics can be in the 
least satisfied with the result of our 
efforts.” 
reasons for this was the stupid boy. 
They all said that If the stupid boy 
read only one language it must be 
Latin, « 

"I think it is incontestable” he 
continued “that Greek fs not only 
a better but an easter’ language. 
The range of Hterature which a 
stupid boy can appreciate, is much 
wider in Greek than in Latin. It 
is the reward of the ripe scholar to 
be able to appreciate Virgil. 

“There are only some passages 
in it, and those not the best, that 
make an appeal to the non-literary 
boy. But it is perfectly possible to 
start a boy with Greek. Let him 
learn Greek compulsorily for two 
years, and at the end of that period 
he will usually be able to read some 
Homer, Herodotus, and Aristoph- 
anes,” 

Mr. Henderson (Alleyn’s School), 
announcing himself a believer in 
the classics, declared that the ‘an- 
cient Grecks were the best educated 
people the world had ever known. 
“Now how did that come about,” 
he asked, “for they, had no ancient 
languages,”

THE FROZEN NORTH: 


After nine years’ service in the 
frozen wilderness between — the 
Arctic Circle and the North Pole, 
Sergeant Anderton, of, the 
Canadian Mounted Police, has re- 
turned to Vancouver and will go 
home. to Britain this winter, reporta 
the Vancouver correspondent of the 
British United Press, 

Sergeant Anderton’s- home is in 
the Midlands, where a . 10-year-old 


son {s.eagerly waiting .a vialt from: 


his father. The boy has already 
a big collection of Arctic curtos. 
Sergeant Anderton has had under 
his supervision 964 Eskimo who live 
in the frozen North. He has been 
father, confessor, guide, nurae, 
teacher and protector for the Eski- 
mo, He has guarded them from 
themselves in hygienic matters 
settled thelr disputes, punished their 
misdemeanours, relieved the sick, 
tamed the wild, taught the ignorant 
and generally acted as father to his 
great familly. 
A, Difficult Job 

Sergeant Anderton is justice of 
the peace, registrar of births, 
marriages, and deaths, and com- 
missioner for oaths: he stands for 
King and government in his official 
capacity. He admits that the job 
of handling this large band of 
natives Is a difficult one. With o 
splendid physique and training, 
however, Sergeant Anderton is well 
fitted for his work. He had over 
eight years in the Peace River dis- 
trict, where he dealt with Cree 
Indians, _Dogribs, Yellow Knives, 
and other hunters of the area, where 
winter js savage and famine and 
disease take deadly toll. 


A new auxillary schooner, the 


"St Roch, is of great help in police 


work, | She cruised between Baillie 
Island and Coronation Gulf. A 
powerful wireless set was carried 
on the ship, and this proved invalu- 
able to Sergeant Anderton. , Later, 
from his winter quarters on an jce- 
floe, the sergeant could speak to his 
men, some of them 500 miles away 
across the {ce.’ Each constable was 
instructed to listen in at o stated 
time each day. His men. would 
know on what day he would arrive, 
and have time to prepare for his 
visit. 
The Trustworthy Dogs 

Thon into the darkness of the 

sunless Arctic winter, wrapped up 


in furs and woollens, armed and |, 


equipped with food for the danger- 
ous journey, the sergeant went out 
with his dog team. Blizzards oc- 
caslonally’ snowed him in, the tce 
might ‘open and a sheet of open 
water cause a detour of scores of 
miles, but always the dogs got him 
through to the lonely outposts. 

One of the duties Sergeant And- 
erton hag to supervise is that of the 
maintenance of the lonely grave- 
yards of the north‘ lands, where 
seamen belonging to whaling fleets 
Each summer the 
Royal Canadian Mounted ‘Police 
renovate the little

Tha cult of the nude In Germany 
has received a fillip by the official 
approval given to a congress held 
under'tho auspices of the Social 
Democratic Party, where many of 
the speakers were members of the 
Reichstag. | : 

The plea of the Secularista juat 
now: In Germany is for open spots 
in or. near big cities where the 
young members of the proletariat 
may be taken out and there allowed

TRIP IN PERSIA 


| Studebaker. Director's 
3,000 N Miles 


Praise for the + dampinahip per- 
formance of a Studebaker Director 
under extreme conditions has just 
been received from an owner In 
Persia, according to Arvid L.

Dismal Prospect for 
Most Companies

Whatever’ muy be true of the out. 
look for various American in- 
dustries, that of the motor-car com- 
panies is undeniably bad (writes 
the American editor of. the 
Financial News in mail week). 
With the possible: exception 
of Ford, in: whose  prosper- 
ity the investor has little or no 


share, there

enough ‘to warrant. a feeling of 
optimism towards its securities, 

The demand for American motor- 
cars, both at home and abroad, has 
been ‘on the.down—yrade. since last 
April. Dealers have large supplies 
of cars on hand which they are un- 
able to move, the used car pro- 
blem is more disturbing than ever, 
and the public has developed an al- 
most complete indisposition to buy 
new cars, To add to the troubles 
of the other manufacturers, Ford 
has made a big cut in prices in an 
endeavour to move a large accumu-: 
lation of the present model to make 

‘way for new designs which will ap- 
pear on the market after the expect- 
ed four weeks’ shutdown of ‘the 

. Ford plants. 

Ford Company Active 

Ford seems to be responsible for 
upsetting the applecart in the motor 
industry, and it is likely that tho 
present troubles, although not 
tn so aggravated a form, would 
have developed even if there had 
been no crash of security prices on 
the share exchanges. Car regis: 
trations in the United States for the 
first eight months of this year, ac- 
cording to the Standard Statistics 
Co., amounted to 2,964,758 unita, a 
gain of 34.2 per cent. as compared 
with 1928, But Ford cara account- 
ed’ for almost exactly the extent of 
‘this expansion, the rogistration of 
other cars only increasing two-tenth 
of 1 percent. . . 

Car production is dropping 
rapidly, particularly in the high- 
priced models.

“I'll never forget the day that we 
were gathered In the board-room of 
that New York'bank,” he said.

Willys feels even to-day that it 
was the greatest year he had ever 
had In hia life. 

He claims that‘he has been wrong 
more often than he has been right, 
but his life at this point shows that 
his mistakes on big things were fow 
and that they served as stepping 
stones to the accomplishment of 
bigger things, 

“Yd rather be an optimist and be 
wrong, than a pessimist and be 
right,” be told the writer recently, 
while at hls desk in the corner of 
his office building overlooking his 
vant plants in Toledo.

ON SKIDDING | 


tt is amazing t to discover how 
many drivers are ignorant of the 


method of correcting a skid. Even’ 


those who knew the correct proce- 
dure of turning into the skid, that 
is, turning to the left when the back 
skids to the left, overdid it and got 
Into an equally awkward skid the 
other way. 

When you turn into the skid and 
feel the back of the car coming 
straight, immediately straighten 
out the steering, otherwise the back 
wheels will continuo the movement 
and develop the opposite skid. 
Don’t wait until the car ia straight 
before straightening the front 
wheels, Moreover, on a akiddy 


surface keep exceedingly light con-| 


trol of the steering wheel. A 
heavy hand is conducive to skidding.
